ATE F cither Chriſtian duty , which by

Codaor _—_— men, or yeelded'to our Importuni- 
ties; We had not; after ſo many Petitions, Declarath» 
ons and: Remonſtrances as have filled all mens eares 
and hands, been put to this neceſſity of a new Decla- 
ration( which therefore muſt be more patherick and 
prelling then any of the farmer.: ) Nor after.ſo many 
troubles and ſufferings of the Kingdome of Scotland, 
after the deſolation of the Kingdome of Ireland, and 
after ſo much bloud , and ſo many unnaturall Trage- 
dies in the Kingdome of England, had We. been reda- 
Red to this preſent condition and joynt-poſture of 
Arms, the Lord whoſe counſels are a great depth,and 
who is righteous in all his wayes , and holy in all his 
works ,. hath juſt. caufe of controverſie againſt us:and 
this whole Iſland : But who would have beleeyed 
that. our-Religion, Liberties and Lawes, which for ſo. 
long a time have. endured oppoſition and aſſaults of 
forreigne power,envying our happineſſe, would have

In this our extremity,firſt of all We Declare, Thar 

We place not our confidence.in our own counſels and 


cruelty of our own Natives and Countrey- 


'ſtrength, bur our confidence is in God Almighty the 


Lord of Hofts., who will nor. leave nor forſake his 
people-: It is his own Truth and Cauſe which Wee 
maintain with all the Reformed Churches,and which 
hath been witneſled and ſealed by the teftimony,ſuffe- 
rings,and bloud of ſo, many.Confeſſours and Martyrs 
againſt the Hereſte, Superſtition, and Tyrannie of An- 
tichriſt : the glory of his own Name, the cxaltation of 
the Kingdome of his Son , and the preſervation of his 
Church,and of this whole Iſland from utrer wh and

devaſtation 1s our aime :, and the end which we have 


before oureyes : His Covenant have we in both Na+ 
tions ſolemnly fworn and: ſubſcribed , which hee 
would not have put in our heartsto do, if he had, been 
minded to deſtroy us: The many prayers and ſuppli- 
cations which theſ© many years paſt, but eſpecially of 
late have been offered up with faſting and humiliart- 
on, and with ſtrong crying and teares, unto him thar 
is able to deliverand ſave us,are a ſeed which promiſe 


. unto us aplentifull Harveſt of comfort and happines; 


and the Apoſtacy, Atheiſme, Idolatry , Blaſphemies; .. 
Prophaneneſle, Crnelty,Exceſſe,and open mocking of 
all Godlineſſe and Honeſty, have filled the cup of our 
Adverſaries to the brim,and threaten their ſpeedie and. 


\ fearfull deſtrutron,unlefle it be prevented by ſuch ex- 


traordinary repentance, as feemeth nor yet to have en- 
rred into their hearts. 

Upon theſe and the like grounds and confiderati- 
ons , being confident that this Warre wherein borh 
Nations now firmely united are ſo deeply engaged, is 
of God ; We reſolve with courage and conſtancy un- 
to the end , todo our part ; and the Lord who hath 
ſtirred up our ſpirits , diſplayed his Banner before us, 
and giventheAlarm,do that whichſcemeth him good. . 

Secondly , although every «man is to hope for the 
principall reward of his ſervice from God ; who re- 
wards every one according to his works; yer we finde - 
our ſelves bound in conſcience and equity to. Declare, , 
that beſides thoſe who have the publick faith ingaged 
to them for their ſecurity , ſuch as ſince the beginning ' 
have done valiantly,and dealr faithfully in this Cauſe, 
and ſuch as have choſen rather to ſuffer the ſpoyling 
of their goods,thento aſliſt theEnemy,or to take Arms . 
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'- -againſt their Religion and Countrey, and ſhall conti- | 
nueconſtant in the ſame courle-of doing or. ſuffering 
unto the end , ſhall be according to their Meritsta- 
ken into publick Notice and Confideration;their loſſes 
( ſo far as may be ) repaired, and themſelves honoured 
it \and rewarded by ſuch means and wayes , as we truſt, 
; God in his providence ſhal afford,and the Parliaments 

[oo or Eſtates of the two Kingdoms reſpectively ſhall in 
2 their Wiſdom, Juſtice and Thankfulneſfe judge moſt | 
convenient; ſo that no man who hath been eminent in 

action, or hath ſuffered any notable loſle for the pub- 
lique , ſhall be negleed or fleighted , but one way or 
other ſhall be thankfully remembred , to his own ho- 
nour and the good of his poſterity. 0 
Thirdly, although Newtrality and indifferency in 
therime ofthe danger of Religion be a thing deteſta- 
| bleto God , who willeth all Chriſtians earneſtly to 
contend for the Fruth,and fach as have been Newtra- 
liſts or indifferent in the times of .civill diviſion and 
danger of the-Common- wealth , have been in all Na- 
tions ſeverely puniſhed as pernicious and publique 
enemies * yer that the conſciences of all men may be 
the more convinced, and all pretexts removed , We 
ive now Publique Warning to ſuch perſons to reſt no 
longer upontheir Newtrality, or to pleaſe themſelves 
with the naughty and ſlothfull pretext ofIndifferency, 
butthat they addrefle themſelves ſpeedily to take the 
Covenant , and joyne with all their power in the des 
; fence of this Cauſe againſt the common Enemie., and 
by their zeale and forwardneſle hereafter to make up 
what hath been wantin through their luke- warm- 
neſſe; this they will finde to be their greateſt wiſdom 
and lafety : otherwiſe We do Declare them to be pub-

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Hique Enemies to the Religion and Countrey, and thar 
they are to be cenſured and pyniſhedas profeſ'd Ad- 
verfaries and Malignants. | 
\ Fourthly , -Becauſea great many of the multitude 
of the people , upon ignorant Miſtakings , falſe Infor- 

. nations, and Threats, of Compulſions , againſt their 
wils and inclination,have been induced or conſtrained 
ro joyne in Arms with the Enemies againſt their Reli- 
gion and Native Countrey ; We do Declare , thar all 
common Souldiers , who upon the humbleacknow- 
ledgement of their former Errors , ſhall offer them- 
ſelves willingly and ſpeedily to take the Covenant, 
and ſhall joyn heartily and really in the defence of this 
Cauſe , as becometh good Chriſtians and lovers of * 
their Countrey , ſhall be freely accepted into the Co- 
venant, and their former Error paſſed by ; otherwiſe 
lerthem expe the puniſhment of wilfull Delinquents 
and Malignants. 

Fifthly, Becauſe Tome of che Scottiſh Nation,upon 
their own private reſpects , or upon ſpecious pretences 
and fair perſwaſions, have joyned themſelves in Arms: 
with the Popiſh , Prelaticall , and Malignane party, 
apainſt the Parliament and Kingdom of England, and 
not Tonſidering the nature of the Cauſe in which they 
have been engaged,nor the deep intereſt ofthe Church 

.and Kingdom of Scotland,upon which this Warre was 
co turn in the end, have been fighting againſt their own 
Religion and Native Kingdom ; We do therefore 
again Warne all ſuch , of whatſoever quality , and in 
whatſoever place , ſpeedily to withdraw themſelves - 
from that Faction., to confeſle their miſtakes, and to 
joyne in the Covenant and Cauſe of. God in- both 
Kingdoms betore the firſt day of March next ; _ 

wile: 
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"wiſe We Declare, inthe v-hatfs ofthe Kingdom of 
England,that they are tg expe no favour, butare-to 
be uſed as deſperate Malignants : And We Declare, 
* inbchalfeof the. Kingdom of Scotland , if they either 

continuein Arms after the foreſaid firſt day of March, 
er withhold their help and affiſtance from their.Na- 
tive Countrey,in the time of trouble and danger, they 
arc to be cenſured and puniſhed as;publick Enemies to 
their Religionand Countrey, perfidious-tranſgreſſors 
of their Nationall Covenant,andrtheir Eſtates Llpoled 
of-for the uſe ofthe Publique. , 

Sixthly , Becauſe there are divers Noblemen, 
Knights, Gentlemen , Citizens, and others , who by 
forſaking or deſerting the Parliament of England, and 
by joyning themſelves tothe Enemies of Religion, his 
Majeſties happineſſe,and Peace of the Kingdoms, have 

| madethe diviſion greater,and the Breaches. wider be- 

twixtthe King and his Parliament , and thereby,con- 
trary to the duty of their places and. callings , have 
been the cauſe of the ſhedding of much innocent 
Blood, of great Loſſes,and of many Miſcries and dan- 
 gers, tothe Publique of both Kingdoms , and of the 

' . Sufferings of private 'mea in their Eſtates and Lives, 
and yet arenotto be reckoned amongſt the prim# Au- 
thors of this unnaturall Warre , noramonglt the mali- 
cious and deſperate Enemies of their Religion and 
-Coutitrey : We do Declare , Thatall ſuch, forſaking 
their former Oppoſition , returning to their duty, and 
indeavouring the good of Religion andthe publique 
Peace, ſhall, asrotheir lives and liberties of their per- 

- iſons,be ſecured;and ſhill be received into favour : Bur 
to theend, that a juſt difference may be made betwixt

And Laſtly, Becauſe there are ſome few wicked and 
diveliſh Spirits of both Kingdomes,who have kindled 
and fomented the Fire'of Diviſion and Warre betwixt 
the King and his Parliament, or have miſgoverned his 
Majeſties Counſels and Courſes to his own-diſhonour, 
and to the- deſtruction'of his loving and dutifull Sub- 
jzeds , or have infuſed Malignanciein others, or have 
been reſtleſſe and ative Inſtruments of the Troubles 
and Miſeries of his Majeſties Dominions. 

We do Declare , concerning thoſe who are or ſhall 
be found by the Supreame Judicatories of the King- 
domes reſpeively , ortheir Committees appointed 
for that efteR;to be ſuch., Thatas the Conſcience of 
their own-bad Deſervings hath madethem to deſpair 
of fayour,and thereby unceſſantly ro worke more and 
more miſchief againſt their Religion and Native 
Countrey , ſoare they to look for ſuch Execution of 
Juſtice,as is dueto Traytours and Enemies of Religi- 
on, of the King,and his Kingdomes , for-Terrour and 

Example to others, in all times to come. . _ 
Andirt is further how Declared, That the whole E- 
ſtates,reall, and perſonall, moveable, and Inheritance

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* _ _Wedohereby Declare, That all ſuch Papiſts and Po- - 


of thoſe that ſhall nor co wc; the times before li- 
mited inthe Sixth Article , and ofthe perſons before 
excepted from Pardon, /as of Papiſts in Armes, Iriſh: 
Rebells, and thofe who ſhall be found to come with- 
in the compaſle of the precedent Article ) fhall be for- 
feired and imployed for paying the Publique Debts,. 
relieving the common Burdens of the Kingdoms, and 
repairing of particular Lofles. 

Andthis Declaration We make , not from any pre- 
ſumption or vain-glorying in the ſtrengrh of our Ar- 
mies and Forces,but from theſenſe of that duty which: 
is required and expected from the high places and: 
publique relations wherein we ſtand, and from the aſ- 
ſurance We have of the affiſtance of God , by whoſe: 
providence the truſt and ſafety of theſe Kingdomes is- 
pur into our hands athis time, having after long and 
grave conſultation,reſolved and decreed never to lay: 
down Armes till Truth and Peace,by the bleſſing of - 
God,be ſerled in this Iſland upon a firme foundation: 
for the preſent and future Generations,which ſhall be- 
eſteemed of Us an abundant reward of all that Wee- 
can do-or ſuffer in.this Cauſe.
